President's  Page 


Recently  I  had  a  very  pleasant  visit  with  one 
of  your  Alumni  Board  and  the  topic  of  this  page 
can  be  traced  back  to  our  discussions.  Let  me 
begin  by  telling  you  how  happy  I  am  with  the 
manner  in  which  your  Board  is  facing  its  work 
and  how  enthusiastic  I  am  about  their  hopes. 

As  you  know,  your  Board's  foremost  anxiety 
is  to  build  up  the  annual  Alumni  gift  to  the 
College,  hoping  that  as  the  years  go  on  the  Col- 
lege will  be  able  to  rely  on  an  annual  substantial 
contribution.  The  question  arises,  naturally 
enough,  as  to  how  such  a  fund  ''should  be  pointed 
up,"  what  goal  should  be  fixed  to  motivate  our 
Alumni  to  some  worthwhile  gift.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  I  discuss  this  with  you  as  I  have 
with  your  Board. 

First  and  foremost,  the  Alumni  contributions 
to  the  Association  go  to  the  defraying  of  the 
operating  expenses  of  the  Association  Office. 
AVhen  that  is  taken  care  of,  where  do  we  turn? 
For  your  consideration  and  for  the  guidance  of 
your  officers,  I  suggest  that  thought  be  given  to 
some  of  the  following  possibilities. 

From  my  own  angle,  I  would  prefer  an  out- 
right gift  to  the  College.  We  who  are  closest  to 
the  scene  know  what  our  immediate  needs  are 
and  I  think  I  can  assure  you  that  your  contribu- 
tions will  not  be  squandered.  However,  I  realize 
full  well  that  there  are  certain  aspects  of  the 
University  setup  which  appeal  more  strongly  to 
you  and  so  I  am  listing  some  of  our  more  urgent 
needs. 

Our  scholarship  fund  is  always  in  need  of 
help.  What  better  way  is  there  to  help  the 
College  and  the  Alumni  than  by  increasing  this

fund,  making  more  help  available  to  the  sons  of 
our  graduates.  During  the  past  few  years  with 
the  great  part  of  our  student  body  aided  by  the 
Government,  we  did  not  receive  many  requests 
for  help.  Now  that  the  student  body  is  returning 
to  normal  the  requests  are  increasing  and  I 
would  like  to  feel  that  we  shall  always  be  in  a 
position  to  assist  our  students. 

I  need  not  remind  you  of  the  expenses  in- 
volved in  keeping  our  departments  up  to  date 
and  in  building  further,  the  graduate  depart- 
ments. Certainly  the  establishment  of  a  chair 
in  any  one  of  these  major  departments  to  honor 
the  memory  of  one  of  your  former  teachers  or 
an  outstanding  Alumnus,  would  help  us  in  our 
difficulties. 

The  Library,  too,  must  be  built  up.  We  are 
proud  of  our  present  standing  and  we  are  en- 
couraged by  the  way  the  Library  is  being  used. 
However,  as  the  departments  increase  and  par- 
ticularly at  the  graduate  level,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  expand  the  facilities  and  make  available 
more  volumes. 

During  the  recent  months  we  have  established 
a  Department  of  Public  Relations  and  a  Depart- 
ment of  Publicity.  In  order  properly  to  equip 
and  extend  these  departments,  it  will  require 
further  help. 

Let  me  assure  you  that  whatever  you  do  will 
lie  appreciated  here  and  we  shall  always  be  grate- 
ful for  your  support  and  encouragement.  These 
suggestions  come  only  as  suggestions  with  the 
thought  that  your  particular  interest  in  any  one 
or  several  of  the  items  mentioned,  might  stim- 
ulate all  the  more,  active  support  of  our  expan- 
sion program.

Winter  sports  at  the  Heights  are  in  full  swing. 
Hockey  is  enjoying  one  of  its  best  seasons,  and 
several  of  the  players  rank  with  the  B.  C.  All- 
time  skaters  of  eld.  Songiu  is  a  defenseman  who 
resembles  the  .Morrisseys  and  Ed  Mullowney; 
Lewis  is  exceptionally  good;  and  Mulhern  is 
more  like  the  great  Leo  Hughes  than  any  other 
recent  Eagle.  Burke  is  very  dependable  in  goal, 
while  Mclntyre  and  Fitzgerald  are  able  on  the 
first  line,  and  the  "Hare"  line  of  Mulhern, 
Harrington,  and  Ceglaski,  is  one  of  the  clever 
est  sophomore  trios  in  the  Bast. 

Nine  straight  victories  came  to  the  Kelleymen 
before  they  fell  before  a  splendid  Dartmouth 
six  that  is  just  now  rounding  into  shape,  and 
those  nine  triumphs  were  at  the  expense  of  the 
best  in  the  East — B.  C,  Harvard,  Vale,  and 
Brown.  In  the  most  scintillating  game  of  all, 
the  Eagles  won  over  a  spirited  Colorado  Uni- 
versity club  before  a  crowd  reminiscent  of  the 
twenties,  for  3000  enthusiastic  rooters  were 
turned  away  from  the  door.  Victories  were 
chalked  up  against  Tech,  13-5  and  11-5;  Brown, 
5-1  ;  Yale,  3-1  ;  Harvard,  10-3  and  8-5;  B.  U.  5-1  ; 
Devens,  22-1  (a  B.  ('.  scoring  record),  and 
Colorado,  6-5.  .Most  thrilling  were  the  contests 
with  B.  U.  and  Colorado,  and  both  games  were 
played  before  overflow  crowds,  the  largest 
throngs  to  visit  the  Arena  for  college  hockey 
since  the  advent  of  the  Bruins. 

The  Colorado  game  was  the  most  sensational 
of  a  generation,  for  the  Eagles,  even  without 
the  injured  Harrington  and  Ceglaski,  fought  to 
a  last  ditch  victory,  after  once  trailing  4-3  in 
the  second  period.  After  tying  up  the  game 
once  more  and  then  going  into  a  5-4  lead  the 
exhausted  Eagles  were  overhauled  in  the  last 
fifteen  seconds,  when  Bowel  I  shot  over  the 
prostrate  form  of  Burke  to  tie  the  score.  The 
ten  minute  overtime  period  was  heart-stopping, 
Mclntyre  driving  in  the  puck  for  the  winning 
goal. 

The  season  is  definitely  successful;  and  B.  C. 
has  a  splendid  chance  to  win  the  N.  E.  League 
title  again,  and  also  to  even  scores  with  Dart- 
mouth in  the  second  encounter.  Kelley  has  a 
typical  fighting  B.  C.  team,  and  what  is  more 
important,  a  team  that  plays  sparkling  hockey, 
of  such  a  clean  type  that  every  time  it  goes  on 
the  ice,  it  wins  more  friends  for  B.  C. 

Basketball,  too,  is  successful,  for  the  Eagles 
pre  competing  in  fast  company  and  are  winning 
their  rightful  share  of  games.  The  play  of  the 
veteran  five  is  improving  regularly,  and  al- 
though the  freshman  crop  has  failed  to  provide 
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as  much  material  as  McClellan  had  hoped, 
several  new  hoys  are  gaining  experience.  Dart- 
month  and  Tufts  nosed  out  the  Maroon  by  a 
basket  each  (the  star  for  the  -Jumbos  was  Perry, 
erstwhile  Eagle).  Then  B.  C.  defeated  Harvard, 
B.  U..  and  the  N.  Y.  A.  C.  Providence  and  St. 
Francis  College  outscored  Boston ;  then  the 
Eagles  atoned  for  last  year's  upset  at  the  hands 
of  Becker  College  by  taking  the  Worcester  lads 
into  camp,  63  4<i.  Stalling  for  the  Heightsmen 
are  Deegan,  Bricker,  Higgins,  Carr  and  Tom 
O'Brien,  but  these  boys  are  getting  help  from 
Woolf,  Stagoff,  Levinson,  Gaffey,  Meade,  Kenney, 
and  Hickey. 

Track  has  not  been  successful,  despite  the 
valiant  efforts  of  Coaches  Ryder  and  Gilligan. 
Lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  student  body, 
and  a  dearth  of  material  has  brought  Boston 
College  track  to  a  low  that  is  disconcerting  to 
us  alumni  who  remember  the  days  when  the 
Eagles  flew  high  in  Eastern  track  circles.  Yet 
if  the  track  athletes  in  school  now  would  make 
the  effort,  a  far  more  representative  Boston  Col- 
lege team  would  foe  the  mark. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  ten-man  ski  team  of 
the  Outing  Club,  possessor  of  its  own  slope  in 
the  White  Mountains,  is  making  an  enviable 
record  among  the  skiers  of  New  England.  Under 
Coach  Ed  Long,  the  club,  captained  by  Malcolm 
Connors,  is  developing  winter  sports  to  an  un- 
precedented degree.  B.  C  is  to  sponsor  the 
down-the-hill  slalom  championships  at  Thorn 
Mountain  late  in   March. 


T  E  X  X 1 S  RET  URNS  TO  ISO  STON  COLLEGE 

Tennis  attained  the  status  of  a  recognized 
varsity  sport  immediately  prior  to  World  War 
II,  but  its  stay  was  short,  since,  like  many 
sports,  it  was  discontinued  during  the  war. 

In  the  spring  of  1947,  however,  it  was  rein 
stated,  and  great  strides  have  been  taken  to 
enable  this  sport  to  take  its  proper  place  in  the 
Eagle  athletic  picture. 

The  tennis  coach  is  Mr.  John  J.  Brennan,  '42, 
a  former  varsity  tennis  player,  and  now  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  at  the  Business  School.  Dur- 
ing the  '48  season,  the  team  broke  even  in  eight 
staits,  the  major  share  of  the  credit  going  to 
('apt.

The  courts  at  the  Heights  have  been  com- 
pletely renovated  in  an  effort  to  provide  Capt.- 
elect  Ginty  and  his  mates  with  every  facility 
for  a  successful  season.

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FOOD  U1HS  IS  BIG  HEWS 


r\  RECENT  CHECK  of  a  large  metropolitan  newspaper  revealed 
that  of  a  total  of  483  stories,  excluding  sports,  printed  in  a  single 
week,  58  referred  to  food. 

Food  made  12  per  cent  of  the  headlines,  including  several 
prominent  spots  on  page  one.  More  items  appeared  about  food 
than  about  any  other  subjects  excepting  national  and  inter- 
national affairs. 

Editors  know  that  food  news  is  big  news  because  it  determines 
the  health  and  well-being  of  every  family  in  the  nation  and  affects 
the  livelihood  of  millions  of  Americans  engaged  in  producing  and 
marketing  the  things  we  eat. 

A  &  P  has  been  making  food  news  since  1859  when  it  was 
founded  on  the  new  principle  of  straight-line  movement  of  foods 
from  farm  and  factory  to  dinner  table.
